CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Apollo 9, 
maneuvering delicately at 17,500 miles 
an hour, performed it’s first crucial 
linkup in orbit today to begin 10 dan­ 
gerous 
days 
of 
testing 
the flimsy 
lunar “ Spider” built to land men on the 
moon. 
Astronauts Jam es A. McDivitt. David 
R. Scott and Ru.ssell L. Schweickart sep­ 
arated from the third stage of the mighty 
Saturn 5 rocket and flipped their spae^ 
ship over to face it. 
Then at 2:02 p.m. (EST), moving only 
half a mile an hour faster than the rocket 
stage, which was going 17,500 mph, 
Schweickart guided Apollo 9 to a deli­ 
cate linkup with the lunar landing ma- 
chine, 
nestled 
in a cocoon atop the 
rocket stage. 
“ We are hard docked,” reported Scott 
calmly. 
The next step was to pull the lander 
out of the cocoon. 
The astronauts blasted off on a river 
of flame this morning at 11 a.m.(EST)on 
the most difficult and dangerous voyage 
ever attempted. They were completely 
recovered from the colds that delayed the 
launch from Friday. 
Two problems crppped up in the early 
hours of the flight. Officials were con­ 
cerned with the * ommand ship’s com­ 
puter, which appeared to be given slow 
and evidently inaccurate information, and 
a pressure gauge linked to the command 
ship’s main engine was faulty. 


The 3&-story Saturn 5 rocket rammed 
Apollo 9 into orbit at 11:11 a.m. It was 
the first trip into space for the entire 
Apollo moon package — men, mother 
ship and the weird lunar lander, car­ 
ried tii a tapered cone between the space* 
ship and the third stage of the rocket. 
After 
nearly three hours checking 
Apollo 9’s system s as though it were 
moonbound, the astronauts must separate 
from the third stage, roll the ship over 
and pull the lunar lander out of its co­ 
coon. 
The strange four-legged structure dub­ 
bed the “ spider” is so weak it cannot 
support its own weight on earth, where 
it weighs six times its moon weight 
The launch was one of the most ro*v 
tine in the smooth Apollo series. 
The rocket took 10 seconds to clear its 
umbilical tower and, building up speed 
until it sent a sonic boom thundering 
across the beaches, arched gently over 
the Atlantic. 
The massive machine disappeared al­ 
most 
immediately 
behind 
the heavy 
clouds covering the Cape area, then ap­ 
peared again high over the Atlantic. 
Two and a half minutes after liftoff, 
the spent first stage booster fell away 
and the five-engine second stage took 
over, ramming the spacecraft out of 
earth's atmosphere. 
“ Apollo 9, at 
five minutes every­ 
body’s looking happy as a clam ,” ground 
controllers radioed. 


"So are we,” came the word from 
Apollo 9. “ It looks beautiftil,” said 
Schweickart. 
“ Roger,” replied one of the pilots.

Border attacks strain 
Soviet-China relations 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union 
charged today that more than 200 Chi­ 
nese Communist troops attacked Rus­ 
sian border posts north of Vladivostok 
Sunday, killing or wounding an unre­ 
ported number of Russian border guards. 
In 
a 
note 
to the Peking govern­ 
ment the Kremlin warned “ the Soviet 
government reserves the right to take 
resolute measures to halt provocations 
on the Soviet - Chinese borders.” Peking 
rejected the note and warned of counter­ 
m easures of its own. 
Text of the note was published today by 
the news agency Tass. It described the 
most serious Sino - Soviet battle ever 
officially reported and it told the Rus­ 
sian people the attack was a “ gangster 
raid” on Soviet frontier guards. 
The Peking correspondent of the Kyo- 
do News Agency in Tokyo said the inci­ 
dent touched off a wave of popular an­ 
tagonism in Peking and that a large 
number of Red Guards and workers 
demonstrated 
outside the Soviet em­ 
bassy. 
Kyodo said there was speculation in 
Peking the incident might have been a 
Soviet plot to annoy Peking just before 
the opening of the 9th National Congress 
of its Communist Party or to hold China 
in check regarding the new Berlin trou­ 
bles. 
The Russian note spoke of friendship 
toward the Chinese people "but the reck­ 
less provocative actions of the Chinese 
authorities will be met on our side by a 
rebuff and will be resolutely cut short.” 
It said ultimate responsibility lay with 
the government of Mao Tse-tung. 
A preamble to the note said “the im­ 
pudent armed incursion into Soviet ter­ 
ritory by a Chinese detachment on March 
2 as being an organized provocation of 
the Chinese authorities and has the pur­ 
pose of aggravating the situation on the 
Sino-Soviet frontier.” 
The note demanded an immediate in­ 
vestigation and punishment of those or­ 
ganized “ the dangerous provocative ac­ 
tions” and called for immediate safe­ 
guards to prevent a repetition. 
The fighting Sunday on a frozen sec­ 
tion of the 5,000-mile border was one 
of the most critical developments be­ 
tween the two Communists giants since 
their ideological split nearly 10 years 
ago. 
Each said the other was responsible 
for the clash near Damansky Island on the 
Ussuri River in Far eastern Russia, 


along a disputed and undefined section of 
the Soviet - Chines border. Both sides 
suffered casualties. 
For the first time, the Kremlin told 
its people Soviet troops had been killed 
and wounded fighting the Red Chinese. 
China said the Soviets used tanks and 
artillery in the “ extremely grave armed 
conflict.” 
Peking, in a broadcast monitored in 
Tokyo and Hong Kong, warned the Sovi­ 
ets: “ If you should willfully clingtoyour 
reckless course and continue to pro­ 
voke armed conflicts along the Sino-Sovi­ 
et border, you will certainly receive 
resolute counterblows from the Chinese 
people.” 
In a note to Peking reported by the 
Soviet news agency Tass, the Kremlin 
protested the alleged Chinese “ armed 
provocation- ’ and said any further provo­ 
cation on the border “ will be rebuffed 
and resolutely cut short by the USSR.”

WASHINGTON (U P I)-F o rm er Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower is making 
“ gratifying” progress in his recovery 
from an attack of pneumonia that fol­ 
lowed abdominal surgery, his doctors 
reported today. 
A statement made public by Walter 
Reed Army Hospital said the 78-year- 
old general “ spent a restful night and 
continues to improve steadily.’‘ 
‘♦General 
Eisenhower’s 
progress, 
one week after major surgery, is in­ 
deed gratifying,” 
the bulletin states. 
“ His strength is gradually returning, 
his vital signs remain stable and the 
area of pneumonia continues to clear. 
His diet is being gradually increased.” 
Eisenhower had his first solid food 
Sunday in about 10 days. Hospital sourc­ 
es said he thoroughly enjoyed it. His 
first solid meal (Sunday) consisted of a 
breakfast of a soft-boiled egg, toast, tea 
and orange juice. 
He had been on almost an entirely 
liquid diet since before the previous 
weekend, when the intestinal blockage 
developed and doctors decided that sur­ 
gery was necessary, in spite of the high 
risk because of his history of seven 
heart attacks and advanced age. 


Base estimates flood 
damages at $740,000 


Vandenberg Air Force Base officials 
today estimated more than $740,000 
damages incurred in last week’s flood­ 
ing of the Santa Ynez River. 
Surveys revealed damage heaviest to 
bridges 
and 
roadway 
approaches to 
bridges 
although 
some 
buildings in 
the 
South Vandenberg industrial area 
were again flooded. Damages in these 
buildings was held to a minimum 
by 
sand 
bagging 
which 
kept 
most of 
the structures recently repaired from 
previous flood damage nearly complete­ 
ly free of water. 
Effects of the heavy damage to bridg­ 
es on the base will be apparent 
for 
some time, Vandenberg officials noted, 
but the capability to move essential 
traffic has been maintained. 
The El Rancho Road bridge which 
serves an important route to North Van­ 
denberg has been repaired. Installation 
by the U.S. Marines of a Bailey type 
bridge over the existing bridge structure 
has provided adequate load bearing ca­ 
pacity. At this time, no firm estim ate 
can be made of when the county bridge 
over San Antonio Creek on the Lom­ 
poc Casrnalia highway will be repaired. 
Although plans are under study con­ 
cerning repairs to the two other bridges 
destroyed over San Antonio Creek, no 


estim ate of when construction will com­ 
mence can be provided until decisions 
are made at higher AF headquarters. 
In connection with the restoring of a 
link between north and south Vanden­ 
berg, efforts will be concentrated on the 
13th Street bridge site. It is intended 
that construction by the Marines of a 
two-lane Bailey bridge will commence 
at the 13th Street crossing as soon as 
conditions perm it. However, due to exist­ 
ing high water levels which could affect 
work on the road and approaches, no 
firm estim ate of traffic opening can be 
made at this time, base officials report- 


BERLIN (UPI) — The Communists sent 
jet fighters up today to look over a Bri­ 
tish European Airways Comet airliner 
as it neared Berlin but did not inter­ 
fere with its flight from Bonn.

Police 
searched the luggage of many travelers 
at Tempelhof and airlines subjected 
freight shipments to security checks but 
no bombs were found.

A bright, orange funn> car, driven by 
veteran racer Houston Platt of Atlanta 
swerved out of control near the finish 
line of a rural drag race strip in North 
Georgia and slammed into spectators 
lining a chain link fence. 
Eleven persons were killed and about 
50 others injured. 
The Yellow River drag strip near Cov­ 
ington had no guard rail between the quar­ 
ter - mile 
track and the 5,000 fans. 
Because it lacks this spectator pro­ 
tection, it is not sanctioned by the Amer­ 
ican Hot Rod Association or the Nation­ 
al Hot Rod Association. 
Platt released a parachute rig on 
the back of the car in an attempt to slow 
his 180 MPH speed, but the vehicle shot 
up a grassy bank and crashed into the 
fence, bowling over men, women and 
children like ten pins. 
“ The car just disintegrated,” said En­ 
nis Sanders, a spectator. 
Platt was 
not injured. 
Another observer, Robert Clay, 20, 
sitting in the grandstand, said he “ saw 
fiberglass start flying through the a i r . . . 
and I saw a piece hit a little boy in the 
head just as his father picked him up.”

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Proposed tax revision 
plan could be costly

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - A 
blue-ribbon tax study group to­ 
day recommended to Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan the imposition of a 
statewide property tax, a sales 
tax on utilities and a payroll 
withholding of the state income 
tax as part of a major reshuf­ 
fling of the tax system. 
If adopted, the recommenda­ 
tions could cost the taxpayers 
up to $895.5 million in their 
first 
year of operation and 
bring a continuing added tax 
cost of $525 million. 
Of the first year total, $520 
million would be frohi the in­ 
come tax including a $480 mil­ 
lion “ windfall” from overwith­ 
holding in the initial year. The 
remaining $395.5 million is the 
estimated return from the rec­ 
ommended tax on utilities and 
selected services. 
But 
the 
tax study 
group 
headed by Controller Houston 
I. Flournoy said its recommen­ 
dations would furnish $539.1 
million in potential relief for 
property taxpayers w i t h o u t 
making an appreciable change 
in state revenue. 
However, 
the commission 
made no recommendation that 
thee counties be required by the 
state to trim back their own 
taxes 
to get the new state 
funds. 
The commission — formally 
the Advisory Commission on 
Tax 
Reform-was asked 
by 
Reagan last May to probe state 
and local tax systems and come 
up with some suggestions for 
change. 
The report, held under strict 
security until it was ready for 
publication contained somesur- 
prises-most notably the state­ 
wide property tax proposal and 
a recommendation for a mini­ 
mum 
individual income tax, 
primarily designed to assure 
that wealthy persons pay some 
taxes. 
As proposed by the commis­ 
sion, the state would collect the 
first $2.88 in property tax per 
$100 assessed value collected 
by school districts. Then the 
money would be pooled by the 
state and redistributed on the 
basis of population. 
“ Fundamental to his recom­ 
mendation is the firm convic­ 
tion...that the state has the re­ 
sponsibility for the existing dis­ 
parity of school district capaci­ 
ty and the resultant wide varia­ 
tion in property tax burden and 
educational, program,” the re­ 
port said. 
In joining the backers of a 


state withholding tax, the com­ 
mission took no stand on one 
issue-whether there should be 
forgiveness of part of the tax 
to avoid double taxation and a 
one-time windfall amounting to 
$480 million. 
Instead, the commission said 
the 
matter 
of forgiveness 
should depend on whether the 
money was needed and pointed 
out that the money could save 
up to $260 million in bond debt 
costs if used for state construc­ 
tion. 
The biggest continuing fund­ 
raiser, however, would be the 
proposal to extend the sales 
tax to utilities, which would 
raise $225 million a year, and 
to other “ selected services,” 
which would bring another $150 
million. 
Utilities would include public 
and private suppliers of tele­ 
phones, electricity, gas, water 
and telegrams. Selected serv­ 
ices would include cleaning, 
barber and beauty shops, auto­ 
mobile repair, parking, radio 
and television repair. 
The commission also suggest­ 
ed that the cities and counties 
be given $130 million by grant­ 
ing them 10 per cent of the 
personal income tax receipts- 
a type of bloc grant without 
strings. 
At the same time, it urged 
Reagan to use his influence to 
gain added support for the con­ 
cept on the federal level, allow­ 
ing the national government to 
re-distribute income tax funds 
directly to the states. Reagan 
supports the concept. 
The 
commission proposed 
that the state boost its support 
for local schools through the 
complex foundation program by 
an added $123 million. Reagan 
already has made this sugges­ 
tion to the Legislature.

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Chinatown festivity turns into 
mslss as polios, youth tangís 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Festivity turned into fright in 
America’s largest Chinatown 
early Sunday when police bat­ 
tled youths armed with souped- 
up cherry bombs and molotov 
cocktails after the annual Chi­ 
nese New Year’s Parade. 
When the smoke had literally 
cleared away at least 62 per­ 
sons were injured — including 
seven policemen-and 40 more 
placed under arrest following 
the huge celebration for the 
Year of the Rooster 4667. 
The parade drew more than 
200,000 persons into the narrow 
streets and back alleys of Chi­ 
natown. 
The trouble first began along 
the world-famous Grant Avenue 
when 
six 
plainclothes police 
tried to arrest a juvenile who 
had hit a seven-year-old girl 
with a wooden crate. 
A band of teen-agers, esti­ 
mated at 100 by one of the offi­ 
cers, began throwing cherry 
bombs coated with glued-on BB 
shot and thumbtacks plus bot­ 
tles, rocks and other missies at 
the policemen. 
Members of the elite tactical 
unit, who specialize in handling 
troublesome crowds, arrived on 
the scene to rescue the plain- 
clothesmen who had retreated 
into a doorway. Four of the 
plainclothesmen 
were among 
the injured officers. 
By the time the violence had 
subsided, 50 officers were on 
the scene. 
Four molotov cocktails were 
thrown in the area of a housing 
project, one setting fire to a 
moving vehicle whose occupants 
escaped 
unharmed. 
Another 
molotov cocktail was tossed in­ 
to a doorway but extinguished 
itself. 
One policeman said that dur­ 
ing the parade there was just 
too many people for trouble, 
but when the parade ended the 
crowd began thinning out and 
there was room for maneuver­ 
ing. 
Gangs of youths then began 
throwing cherry bombs, fire­ 
crackers and other' missiles 
into crowds and at police both on 
foot and in vehicles. 
The parade Saturday night 
climaxed two-weeks of Chinese 
New Year’s celebrations. The 


route was so crowded it took 
the 140 units participating more 
than an hour and a half to pass 
one point. 
The site of the parade has 
been the object of criticism 
from safety officials for several 
years. Opponents say the nar­ 
row streets of Chinatown can­ 
not safely hold the l a r g e 
crowds. Several times the pa­ 
rade route has been changed.

Absence of Mantle will 
hit when Yanks go north

(U PI)—Two 
veteran 
players 
agreed today that the New York 
Yankees will not feel the full 
impact 
of 
Mickey 
Mantle’s 
retirement until the start of the 
American League season. 
Tom Tresh and Mel Stottle- 
myre both attempted to explain 
the stoicism with which Yankee 
players reacted to last Satur­ 
day’s announcement that Mick­ 
ey’s career is over. 
“ There won’t be much reac­ 
tion until we go North, open the 
season and find there is no No. 
7 sitting in the usual spot,” said 
Tresh. “ Everything is informal 
down here, we haven’t seen 
Mickey since last September 
and there is no realization of 
what has happened. 
“ It will hit us when we get 
into the familiar clubhouses and 
when the games start to count,” 
Tresh continued. “ We all hate 
to see him go, naturally, but the 
situation as similar to that 
when 
W h i t e y 
Ford, 
the 
Yankees’ great clutch pitcher of 
the 
1950s 
and early 1960s, 
retired. 
“ It will be like the days after 
Whitey quit as a player,” he 
said. “ He was thepitchers'rock 
to cling to when things 
went 
rough. Have a bad day, look 
over to Whitey’s locker and he’d 
be there with a smile or a joke. 
“ That’s how it will be now 
that Mickey’s gone,” he added. 
“ We won’t notice it here, but 
there’ll be a big void when 
we’re 
around 
the 
Yankee 
Stadium clubhouse.” 
Such former stars as Stan 
Musial, 
seven - time National 
League batting champion and a 
member of baseball's Hall of 
Fame, and Gil Hodges, Brook­ 
lyn Dodger first baseman who 
played against Mantle in five 
World Series, led others in 
praise of the retired $100,000 
star. 
“ The thing r 11 always remem­ 
ber about Mickey is those two 
bad legs,” said Musial. “ There 
is no telling what he could have 
done had he been physically 
healthy.” 
“ The three words that come 
to my mind when I think of 
Mickey are 'Hall of Fame,” ’ 
said Hodges. “ He had every­ 
thing—the ability, the determin­ 
ation 
and 
the qualities 
of 
leadership that make a Hall of 
Famer.” 
Mantle announced his retire­ 
ment here after 18 seasons with 
the 
Yankees, 
giving as hiis 
primary 
reason 
his failing 
ability to hit. 
“ I just 
couldn’t 
hit 
any 
more,” he said. “ I just couldn’t 
hit when I had to get a hit.” 
Mantle’s .245 and .237batting 
averages in his last two seasons 
caused 
his 
lifetime 
batting 
average to dip to .298-and he 
said Saturday that it was a big 
disappointment that he didn’t 
finish at or over .300. If Mantle 
is elected to the Hall of Fame— 
and he is virtually certain tobe 
honored-4ie will be the first 
outfielder elected to the shrine 
who did not have a lifetime .300 
average. 
“ I feel bad that I didn’t hit 
.300,” he said. “ But there's no 
way I could go back and get 
over .300 again. I can’t hit when 
I need to. I can’t go from first 
to third when I need to. There's 
no use trying.” 
Mantle ended his career with 
536 homers No. 3 on the all-time 
list behind Babe Ruth (714) and 
W illie Mays (587) but he is 
almost sure to be passed by 
Hank 
Aaron 
of the Atlanta 
Braves, who will start the 1969 
season with 510, Mantle won a 
triple crown when he batted 
.356 with 130 runs batted inand 
52 homers in 1956 and he hit 
.365 the next season. 
No one denies his brilliant 
ability and accomplishments but 
it is the peculiar aspect of 
Mickey’s career that baseball 
fans will always wonder what 
might have been had he not 
been plagued by bad legs.

MIAMI (U PI)-lt was a long, 
torturous 
climb 
from 
that 
automobile wreck three years 
ago to victory in a major golf 
tournament. Tom Shaw made it 
and it couldn’t have happened 
to a nicer guy. 
Shaw was warned he might 
never play golf again after he 
broke his back in an automobile 
accident in San Francisco in 
January, 1966. He made it to 
the top Sunday when he won 
the $150,000 Doral Open. 
That 
victory 
was 
worth 
$30,000 to the 26-year-old pro, 
twice as much as he had ever 
won before in an entire year, 
and he took it in his usual 
bubbling style. 
Shaw, a sun-bleached blond 
who plays out of the unlikely 
town 
of Golf, 
111., 
had 
to 
overcome a triple-bogey at No. 
10 and a double-bogey at No. 18, 
thanks to two trips into the 
lake, to post his 12-under-par 
276 that enabled him to finish a 
stroke 
ahead 
of 
hard-luck 
Tommy Aaron—“ Bridesmaid oi 
the PGA.” 
But he kept his good humor 
even during adversity-joking 
with the spectators and playing 
partner 
Jack 
Nicklaus 
and 
flashing 
his 
infectious 
grin 
whenever he got off a good 
shot. 
“ My doctor told me not to 
count too much on playing golf 
again after the accident,” Shaw 
said. “ He had me in a brace for 
three months, but when it came 
off the 
doctor 
said 1 was 
completely healed and could go 
back to playing.” 
Things were already picking 
qp this year before he came to 


the Doral. He was 26th on the 
money list and Sunday's prize 
money vaulted him to third 
place with $39,264. 
Only pro golfers to win more 
money so far this year are 
Gene 
Littler 
($52,428) who 
didn’t 
play 
at 
Doral, 
and 
Nicklaus ($43,550) who finished 
in a tie for fourth with a 279. 


It was history repeating itself 
for 
Aaron, 
who has 
often 
finished second but never been 
a winner in nine years of PGA 
play. 
Aaron, who went into Sun* 
day’s final round tied with Shaw 
for the lead, was still tied with 
only seven holes left to play. He 
couldn't 
hold 
the pace and 
wound up at 277. However, that 
$17,100 second-place check was 
the 
largest 
the 
32-year-old 
Georgian has ever received, 
llthough he has total earnings 
of $282,200 — including more 
than $75,000 last year. 


Dan Sikes, the attorney and 
fried chicken entepreneur from 
Jacksonville, took third-place 
money of $10,650 with a 278 
after missing a possible birdie 
putt on the final green that 
would 
have 
tied 
Aaron for 
runnerup honors. 
Texan Homaro Blancas had a 
final round 70 to tie Nicklaus

seniors champion Tommy Bolt, 
who wound up with a 73-280 
after three straight 69s, was 
alone at 281; England's Tony 
Jacklin, the low foreigner in the

Gibson is the only $100,000 ball 
player.” 
Gibson, who had a 22-9 record 
and a 1.12 earned run average 
in 1968, is believed to be seeking 
a $125,000 salary and outfield­ 
ers Curt Flood and Lou Brock 
also are trying to move into the 
$100,000 class. The others — 
pitchers Nelson Briles and Ray 
Washburn and infielders Julian 
Javier, Dal Maxvill and Mike 
Shannon—are understood to be 
asking for raises ranging from 
$10,000 to $20,000. Maxvill was 
the lowest-paid Cardinal regu- 
lar last season at $37,500. 
Steve Carlton, who finished 
the 1968 season with a 13-11 
mark after a fast start, signed 
Sunday shortly after Musial’s 
caustic comments.

Giants Professor King1 
teaches pitching theory 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
took a couple of days to get Prof. 
Clyde Edward King to the phone 
from his sand diggings in the 
Arizona desert. 
Prof. King, 
who has been retained as the 
resident lecturer for the San 
F rancisco Giants this year, was 
building a sliding pit at Casa 
Grande, where the team con­ 
ducts its spring exercises. 
Sliding practice for major 
leaguers? 
“ A guy,” said the profes­ 
sor, resorting to the vernacu­ 
lar, 
“ needs 
reminding even 
when he gets to the majors. 
Last year, three or four of the 
Giant 
regulars jammed 
and 
bruised their wrists in slid­ 
ing.” 
Clyde (he’s really not aus­ 
tere enough, despite the spec­ 
tacles, to be “ professor” ) has 
the baseball equivalent 
of a 
doctorate to qualify him as the 
manager of a team which has 
now finished second four years 
in a row in the National League. 
“ My job,” he said, “ is to 
get them thinking in the right 
direction. A manager, they say, 
might not win more than five or 
six games a year for his team. 
But I played for fellows like 
Walter Alston, Charley Dres- 
sen and Leo Durocher, and they 
made a lot of difference in their 
teams.” 
The crucial element in King’s 
credentials is that he has been 
identified with pitching — he 
has coached that art for the Cin­ 
cinnati 
Reds, 
Pittsburgh 
Pirates and St. Louis Cardi­ 
nals — and it now dominates the 
sport. 
“ That’s 
because 
pitching 
gets more personal, individual 
instruction,” 
elaborated 
the 
professor, who will deliver a 
treatise on the subject at the 
dm* M a vowel. Years ago, we 
mm'mbit a plane trip with him 
¿■LJBiiaged to retain the notes 
■■^■flecture. They comprise 
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a mini-King doctrine of pitch­ 
ing, samples of which follow: 
“ The main thing is to get 
them to think. The arm doesn’t 
throw as many balls as the head. 
“ A pitcher learns more the 
three days he sits on the bench 
than on the day he pitches. I 
don’t 
believe he should write 
down stuff in a book. He can’t 
consult it on the mound. 
“ Don’t give a pitcher a slid­ 
er unless he doesn’t have a 
curve. But a good slider is bet­ 
ter than a mediocre curve. 
“ The low curve is the double 
play ball. The flat curve is the 
home run. 
“ You can be a one - pitch 
pitcher only if you throw a sink­ 
er or a knuckleball. 
“ Don’t fool with success. Be 
careful 
of 
over-instructing. 
You’ve got to be a believer in 
yourself.” 
And for that he used the exam­ 
ple of his first appearance as a 
major league pitcher, for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers in Ebbets 
Field. The bases were loaded, 
none out, when Clyde was call­ 
ed in to relieve with Phil Wein- 
braub, Ernie Lombardi and Mel 
Ott of the New York Giants — a 
sluggers’ 
row 
— coming up 
against the rookie pitcher. 
“ I 
mixed 
them up pretty 
good,” 
recounted King, “ and 
got the first two on infield pops. 
But Mickey Owens (the catch­ 
er) had come out to the mound 
and asked me to throw only fast 
balls. Ott doubled, and the next 
day Mr. (Branch) Rickey asked 
me why I threw only fast ones. 
I told Mickey thought it would 
be best in that situation. He 
said, ‘You have to determine 
yourself how you shall pitch.’ ” 
Bringing us up to date, Clyde 
vowed, “ I’m not going to fool 
with pitchers like Juan Marichal 
and Gaylord Perry unless they 
get in difficulty.” 
And despite his background, 
he is going to try to influence 
Giant hitters. “ I worked,” he 
said, “ with two of the greatest 
batting instructors in history — 
George Sisler Sr., and Harry 
Walker Jr .” 
And what did he learn? 
“ That a left-handed batter 
has to have his right shoulder 
going to the pitcher at all times. 
It keeps you from backing out 
or going in one direction or the 
other . . . .” 
King has also learned about 
being a manager and job secur­ 
ity.

Winsome 
geisha girls and sword dancers 
will replace Sousa and the band. 
—With free substitution —a 
league full of specialists. Play­ 
ers may be inserted, pulled and 
reinserted from games at will. 
Intentional walks can be execut­ 
ed simply by informing the um­ 
pire. 
—In which all managers are 
Hall of Fame members. 
—With each team playing a 
146-game schedule in 45 cities, 
three countries and several Ca­ 
ribbean islands. 
—With A. B. (Happy) Chandler 
as commissioner. 
This, 
then 
is 
the Global 
League — founded and propound­ 
ed by Walter Dilbeck, an Indi­ 
ana real estate man who already 
owns three minor league teams. 
“ I love baseball,” he says. 
The league opens play April 
24 in Caracas, 
San Juan and 
Mobile, Ala. It will not be a stu­ 
dy in mediocre talent. Dilbeck 
says. There will be no goats be­ 
hind 
the 
outfield fences. No 
white 
shoes. No bizarre uni­ 
forms. 
“ Everything

done first class,” he says. “ It’s 
the new look. Something has to

White Sox shortshop, will man­ 
age Venezuela and ex-Cardinal 
pitcher Luis Arroyo will han­ 
dle Puerto Rico. 
“ By the end of next year, all 
managers of the Global League 
teams will be Hall of Famers,” 
Dilbeck says. “ One of the tre­ 
mendous all-time greats is go­ 
ing to manage Jersey City, but 
I can’t announce it. We haven’t 
got the contract back from him 
yet.” 
Obviously, the man has plans 
— plans for a Global world ser­ 
ies and all-star game, plans for 
a 12-team league next 
year 
(“ Mexico City’s begging to get 
in,” ) 
and plans for compet­ 
ing with major league base­ 
ball. 
“ Most of our games will be 
played in minor league cities 
because 
major league teams 
are reluctant to let us use their 
parks,” Dilbeck says. “ They 
will, though. If they built their 
parks 
with federal 
money, 
they’re not going to keep the 
Global League out.’*

One broker I know traces the 
paperwork

Street of Francine Gottfried, a 
21-year-old computer operator 
with a 43-25-37 figure. 
“We wouldn’t be in this mess 
if the clerks didn’t spend so 
much time girl-watching,” he 
said 


“ Francine is gone, but the 
fellows are still over-stimulat­ 
ed. They keep loitering around 
the street, hoping to see anoth­ 
er 43-25-37 figure. Then when 
they get back to the office they 
have a 43-25-37 stack of papers 
on their desks. 


“The only solution I can see 
is to bar all females from the 
financial district until such time 
as the clerks can get their 
passion under control.” 
That measure might indeed 
be more effective than curtail­ 
ing the trading hours. But I'm 
convinced it would be only a 
stopgap at best. 
What is happeining on Wall 
Street is, I fear, the first stages 
of a paperwork Armageddon— 
the last great battle before the 
world is destroyed. 
The stock market likely will 
be the first fortress to crumble, 
quickly followed by the Internal 
Revenue Service, department 
store credit offices and hospital 
admittance desks. 
Then, one after another, other 
mighty 
institutions 
will 
be 
swept 
before 
the 
onrushing 
paperwork tide which eventually 
will engulf the earth, including 
Tallahassee, Fla. 
It is too late now to try to 
prevent 
the 
cataclysm. The 
time has past for weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. 
Forces rushing us to the eve of 
destriction already are irrever­ 
sible. 
Thus the world will end with 
neither a bang nor a whimper, 
but with a muffle cry and a 
fustling 
sound 
as 
darkness 
closes over. 
Repent! Or at least have a 
little fun while it lasts.

Col. Neal recalls first circumnavigation of globe In B-29 
In the News 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR M. NEAL

Helicopter rescue spurs proposals 
for hospital helistop construction 


Some county officials have 
said they would like to see a 
helistop set up at every hospi­ 
tal in the county. 
The Goleta Valley Commun­ 
ity Hospital — first mercy insti­ 
tution in the county to have one 
— is reporting that use is in­ 
creasing of its helistop set up 
recently. 
It has been used by the oil 
industry to bring ill or injured 
men off the offshore platforms. 
Its latest use was revealed 
Friday when the wife of the 
caretaker of the Juncal Dam in 
the Santa Ynez Mountains was 
rescued — following the death of 
her husband in the Santa Ynez 
River — was flown to the Goo- 
leta Valley Hospital by helicop­ 
ter. 
Mrs. Faye Brooks was treat­ 
ed and released following her 
24-hour 
ordeal stranded on a 
river island a mile below the 
dam. Her husband, William F. 
Brooks, 52, the dam caretak­ 
er, had lost his footing at a riv­ 
er crossing and perished amid 
river 
debris. 
Mrs. 
Brooks 
pulled herself from the river — 
after a vain attempt to help her 
husband — and spent a frigid 
night on a sand bar huddling 
with her two dogs and covering 
herself with mud and leaves, 
rescuers said, to keep warm. 
Brooks’ 
body 
was discov­ 
ered the next day by his son, 
David Brooks, superintendent 
of the Montecito County Water 
District. The younger Brooks 
had led a party seeking to re­ 
pair the broken phone line to the 
dam. His father had fallen into 
the river while seeking to re­ 
pair the line and had been ac­ 
companied by his wife at the 
time. 
The body of the river victim 
was also transported to Santa 
Barbara funeral establishment 
by helicopter, along with the 
water district crew. 
District 
office 
spokesman 
said young Brooks was unaware 
of the death of his father, due 
to failure of communications. 
Both the telephone system and 
radio were inoperative due to 
inclement weather. The repair 
party had gone into the area be­ 
low the dam to repair the line 
and had to hike into the area 
from where a jeep was held up 
by impassable roads. 
Young 
Brooks saw his fa­ 
ther’s shirt in the river, and as 
he went to get it, spotted his 
father’s 
body. 
Barking of 
Brooks’ 
two 
dogs then 
led 


the party to where Mrs. Brooks 
was huddled. 
Meanwhile, 
water 
district 
officials said it has been de­ 
termined the dam, which holds 
back a full reservoir of 6,800- 
acre feet of water, is safe at this 
time. State inspectors checked 
the dam structure after seeps 
were reported in it. Fractures 


will be concreted, it was shown, 
and then state engineers will 
make another inspection. 
The dam and reservoir is 
supervised by the Montecito wa­ 
ter district. It is on the upper 
river above Gibralter and Ca- 
chuma dams, and waters from 
the reservoir spill down into 
Cachuma Lake.

Medal and medallion fan­ 
ciers have enjoyed collect­

Twenty years ago, on Febru­ 
ary 26, 1969, an Air Force B-50 
bomber, a “ souped-up” ver­ 
sion of the B-29 bomber of 
World War II fame, took off 
from Fort Worth, Texas. 
On 
March 2, 1949, when this same 
plane touched down again at 
Fort Worth, newspaper head­ 
lines across the nation herald­ 
ed the event. The plane, nick­ 
named “ Lucky Lady n,” had 
completed the first areial non­ 
stop circumnavigation of the 
globe. The flight covered 23,- 
452 miles and took94hours. Lt. 
Colonel Arthur M. Neal, of the 
6595th Aerospace Test Wing at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
California, took time recently 
to recall some of the highlights 
of this historic flight. At that 
time he was 1st. Lieutenant 
Neal —and second pilot aboard 
“ Lucky Lady II.” 
Recounting some of the vents 
of nearly twenty years ago, 
Col. Neal said, “ We were not 
the crew originally scheduled 
for this flight. After about a 
month of preparation, we were 
merely to follow the lead plane 
onto the runway and standby in 
case the lead craft could not 
make the flight. 
“Although we had sincerely 
wished good luck to the crew 
of the lead plane,” he continued, 
* we stood by on the runway 
about four hours, secretly wish­ 
ing that we would get to make 
the flight.” 
That opportunity came for 
“ Lucky Lady 11“ some nineteen 
hours later. After having re­ 
ceived word that the lead plane 
had to land in the Azores be­ 
cause of an engine fire, the crew 
of “ Lucky Lady II,” command­ 
ed by Captain James Gallagher, 
boarded their plane and flew 
Into history. 
“ The sunrise over the Azor­ 
es that morning,” said Col. 
Neal, 
‘‘w a s 
especially 
beautiful. And our first aerial 
" refueling went off without a 
hitch. 
“It was that second refueling 
over Saudi Arabia that proved 
to be the most harrowing ex­ 
perience of the entire trip. 
“ Lucky Lady n ,” had to be 
brought down to a lower alti­ 
tude to refuel. Eut when they 
dropped down, they were in the 
middle of a savage sandstorm, 
worsened by clouds and some 
rain.” 
Despite the worst conditions 
possible at that time, Col. Neal 
related that the men aboard the 
refueling aircraft did an out» 
standing job. Their task was 


M e n c o n i , commemorating 
World Almanac’s 100th An­ 
niversary. 
The 400 sold in a short 
time and without much fan­ 
fare.

further complicated by the re­ 
fueling method being used. Call­ 
ed the “ probe and drogue” sys-

This side­ 
light of the flight led to the 
development 
of the more so 
phisticated “ boom”

now used throughout the Air 
Force, 
and 
known 
to many 
people through television news 
reports. 
The flight of “ Lucky Lady 
II” is not the only major ac­ 
complishment credited to Col. 
Neal’s 28 year Air Force ca­ 
reer. He has flown in World 
War II, in the Korean Conflict 
and in Vietnam. 
Following World II came the 
flight 
of “ Lucky Lady.” Aft­ 
er Korea came another “ first” 
of sorts. Coi. Neal flew the 
first of the giant jet bombers, 
the B-52, during its initial test­ 
ing. 
Those four years were 
spent at Edwards AFB, Calif., 
and Eglin AFB, Fla. 
Then 
came 
another first, 
when the colonel, at that time 
assigned to the Air Force Sys­ 
tems Command’s Ballistic Sys­ 
tems Division, participated at 
Ellsworth AFB, S.D., in build- 
ing 
the 
early 
Air 
Force 
ICBMs, 
the 
Titan 
I and the 
Minuteman I. 
After Vietnam, Col. Neal re­ 
turned to the missile business 
at Vandenberg AFB. As chief 
of the Ballistic Missile Project 
office, 
he 
uses 
a proven 
booster, the Atlas, to test other 
Air 
Force "firsts,” sophis­ 
ticated payloads which could 
prove vital to this nation’s de­ 
fense efforts. 
So that is where one of the 
“ Lucky Lady’s” men is; still 
participating 
in 
important 
“ firsts” for our nation. 
Have the crew members had 
a reunion yet? No, but they plan 
to get together in five 
more 
years. No doubt, they will have 
much to talk about.

It is doubtful even whether Lloyds of London would have in­ 
sured that fact that another flood would and could hit Lompoc 
Valley 30 days after a disastrous inundation. But happen it did. 
The lessons learned in the first debacle were valuable. The 
attitude of helplessness which seemed so apparent during the 
hours of January 25 were not as prevalent this second time 
around. Those in positions of responsibility knew something 
could be done to alleviate some of the miseries and sorrows 
which always accompany a disaster and successfully worked 
toward that goal. 
Communications were vastly improved and considerably 
more accurate than the previous period. The city of Lompoc’s 
new plan for a disaster control center, a far better plan we 
might add than anything found in an ancient Civil Defense pro­ 
gram, was set up rapidly and functioned smoothly in coordina­ 
tion with communications media, county and federal authori­ 
ties. Once again, the citizens owe a debt of gratitude to the 
long night of emergency labor expended by the state, federal 
and city employes, not to mention the vital utility firms and 
the full complements of law enforcement officers. 


The damage inflicted, however, was inevitable but the im­ 
portant fact was that it was kept to a minimum. Even more 
important, no injury nor loss of life Incurred. 
With more refinements to the communications and disaster 
control programs, Lompoc is adequately prepared for future 
flood disasters from the roaring Santa Ynez River. 


It is our fervent hope, however, that in the near future 
such measures will be completely unnecessary. There is a 
solution to flooding disasters from the Santa Ynez River, an 
able solution, a practical solution, a feasible solution which not 
only will forever protect this valuable Valley from such mis­ 
ery, loss and sorrow, but will provide critically needed sup­ 
plemental water for our future needs plus adequate and valua­ 
ble recreational facilities. This solution can only be found 
in the proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam project. 


The pleas by our Congressman Charles M. Teague, by our 
County Water Agency and our City Council for a speedup to 
the conclusion of this project’s final feasibility study by the 
Bureau of Reclamation are doubly important now. 
Faster, cheaper mail 


Yes, Aunt Harriet, it is possible to deliver the mail and show 
a profit, too. 
In the year’s time since he founded the Independent Postal 
System of America, starting out with what he calls “ an idiot 
image,” a 41-year-old Irishman named Thomas M. Murray 
has built a private postal empire that >'s staffed by 1,000 mail­ 
men and operates in 13 major cities, with headquarters in Ok­ 
lahoma City. 
“ I can do a better job than the post office,” says Murray, 
“ and at a rate about 42 per cent below their charges.” 
The IPSA delivers third - class mail, the type usually 
marked “ Occupant.” Murray has plans to expand into second- 
class mail — magazines and newspapers — and fourth-class 


mail — small packages and parcels. He envisions an eventual 
“ private express” delivery system spanning the continental 
United States and employing 500,000 operatives. 
The only U.S. postal restrictions on the IPSA are that it 
can’t handle first-class mail and can’t use residential mail­ 
boxes. (The IPSA delivers its mail in plastic wrappers and ties 
them to doorknobs.) Murray intends to fight the mailbox law 
as unconstitutional, “ even if it means going all the way to the 
Supreme Court.” 
“ We’ve proven that free enterprise with prudent practices 
can do better than any government office,” he says. 
Please, Mr. Murray, not so loud. You could shake up an aw­ 
ful lot of people in Washington.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Slowly, quietly but surely, the remak­ 
ing of the Republican party under Pres­ 
ident Nixon has begun. 
New co-ordination of effort is develop­ 
ing between the Republican National 
Committee and the two campaign com­ 
mittees of Congress which normally foc­ 
us on trying to enlarge GOP member­ 
ship in House and Senate. 
With the Republicans needing only 26 
more seats in the House and eight in the 
Senate to take full command of Congress 
in 1970, the matter has high priority 
in the Nixon administration. 
The first visible 
gains 
in co-ordina­ 
tion 
m ay 
appear 
small, but they are a 
sign 
of things to 
come. There will be 
some 
joining 
of 
funds, and the Nation­ 
al Committee will un­ 
dertake 
to provide 
some key campaign 
managers for certain 
races or areas under 
the normal “ jurisdiction” 
committees. 
On the way to fulfillment is a much 
larger accomplishment — the acceptance 
by important party leaders of the judg-

ment of the President and his associ­ 
ates that he should play a major role 
in the selection of candidates for top 
office. 
Nixon’s success in campaigning for 
carefully chosen new candidates for Con­ 
gress in 1966, and their success in win­ 
ning re-election in 1968, are the corn­ 
erstones which underlie the present bold 
concept that he should intervene strong­ 
ly in 1970 selections. 
In the past, even so politically-mind­ 
ed a group as the Kennedy cadres have 
looked upon such intervention as too 
difficult and delicate to bring off with­ 
out crushing toes at the state-local lev­ 
el. 
The President and his men believe it 
will be 
manageable in many places, 
though not all. In a few, the state party 
is so well-geared for candidate selection 
that outside help would be superfluous. 
In some states, predictably, resistance 
will be high. 
The heart of the Nixon administration’s 
plan is to move early — to search out 
good prospects as quickly as possible, 
and then to anoint them quickly but firm­ 
ly so that, in most instances, they will 
enjoy so strong an advantage as to dis­ 
courage serious primary opposition. 
Thus, hopefully are bitter fights to be

charges of taking sides in an otherwise 
roughly-even combat. 
The devices for anointing and for giv­ 
ing proper public exposure to the Nixon 
choices are, of course, many. They in­ 
clude naming some prospects to member­ 
ship on a whole host of federal commis­ 
sions of secondary consequence which 
nevertheless can give a candidate useful 
attention within his state. 
The President and his agents will not 
be limiting their efforts to choices for 
Congress. Some 36 governorships are 
at stake in 1970. Of these, 24 are pres­ 
ently held by Republicans and this total 
includes seven of the largest — Cali­ 
fornia, Florida, Massachusetts, Michi­ 
gan, New York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
With legislative reapportionment due 
to follow the 1970 census, control of gov­ 
ernorships and of both houses of the state 
legislatures is of obvious importance to 
both major parties. 
The GOP, presently riding high in vir­ 
tually all of the big states, neverthe­ 
less has some tough problems for 1970. 
Incumbent Governors Raymond Shafer of 
Pennsylvania and James Rhodes in Ohio 
will not be running. In Michigan, Gov. 
William Milliken, who replaced the re­ 
signed George Romney, has little time 
to build strength. The same goes in 
Massachusetts for John Volpe’s replace­ 
ment, Gov. Francis Sargent, who has 
the further problem of running against 
a Democratic ticket strengthenedbySen. 
Edward Kennedy in 1970. 
By late this year, however, the new 
Nixon establishment hopes to have re­ 
sponsibility for the whole range of 1970 
effort so well-fixed, from the top down, 
that the November rewards will be huge.

HONOLULU — Trouble in paradise — 
That is the theme of the scenario de­ 
veloping in these beautiful islands that 
are a curious blend of highly advertised 
resort and one of America’s most-pow­ 
erful military installations. 
The trouble is over the ballistic mis­ 
sile site in the vicinity of Honolulu. While 
no location has been definitely decided 
on, Rep. Patsy 
Takemoto Mink has a 
letter from the Department of the Army 
suggesting four possible sites, one of 
which would be selected next month. They 
are all close to present military instal­ 
lations or to the international airport. 
Installing 
an

be fierce, as it is already inahalf-dozen 
mainland cities where ABMs are to be 
installed. 
With the battle lines hardening, the 
ABM is certain to have a rough time in 
Congress. The three Democratic mem­ 
bers of Hawaii's Congressional Delega­ 
tion — Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, Rep. Spark 
M. Matsunaga and Mrs. Mink — are all 
opposed to the anti • ballistic missile 
system. Sen. Hiram Fong, Republican, is 
for it. The Democrats charge Fong with 
proposing to keep the ABM site out of 
crowded Oahu and put it on one of the 
seven other islands. Fong denies this. 
Experience on the mainland has shown 
that the battle lines are really drawn 
when a site is picked and land acquisi­ 
tion begins. Rep. Sidney Yates (D „ - 111.) 
has rushed into the fray to keep an ABM 
out of Libertyville, a suburb of Chicago. 
While work has not yet begun, purchase 
of the land is starting. Yates was an ear­ 
ly opponent of the system, being one 
of three House Democrats in the last 
session to file a dissent to the $26,300,- 
000 for ABM deployment in the Military 
Construction Bill. 
In Detroit, Boston and every city 
where the Army proposes to put a Sen. 
tinel missile indignant citizens have 
sent a barrage of protesting letters and 
telegrams to Congress. The outraged 
citizenry feel that far from being a pro­ 
tection the Sentinel is an invitation to 
nuclear retaliation. The Pentagon claims 
that the ABM might reduce casualties 
in a nuclear exchange from a possible 
10 million to 30 or 40 million is en­ 
tirely unconvincing. 
It is here in this newest state, 2,400 
miles out in the Pacific with its ancient 
ties to Polynesia, that the incongruity 
of a protective missile system is most 
obvious. The eight islands scattered 
over a vast area are dependent on trans­ 
port and communication links that would 
be shattered at the start of a nuclear 
strike. Life on the more remote and less 
populated islands might survive for a 
time until the fallout got in its lethal 
work. 
At the peak of the winter season, with 
every hotel filled to capacity, nuclear 
attack is the last thing the sun bathers 
and the surf riders are thinking about. 
The jet age has made Hawaii such a mag­ 
net for tourists that tourism is a rival 
to military - government spending in the 
economy of the islands. The building 
boom is phenomenal, with new resorts 
springing up like the luxuriant tropical 
vegetation. 
On Hawaii, largest of the islands, 
Laurance Rockefeller is investing 
a 
reported $25 million in a planned sub- 
division for the affluent. It is related 
to his resort of Manua Kea, which has 
had such a pehnomenal success that it is 
virtually impossible to get reserva­ 
tions short of a one-or 
twoyear wait. 
Building on the rainless side of the is­ 
land, Rockefeller brought in water not 
only for the resort but for an 18-hole 
golf course at a total cost said to be $15 
million. Plots in the new subdivision will 
be sold under careful controls, so that 
both houses and people will conform to 
the pattern of affluence. 


Thb big hotel chains are putting up new 
resorts not only in Hawaii but on Maui 
and Kauai. It is a boom such as the is­ 
lands have known before and optimists 
believe this is only the beginning, with 
the real gold rush in the near future when 
the big jets come in. Capable of carry­ 
ing up to 350 passengers, they will bring 
a new tourist flood from the mainland. 
The concern here is to live up to 
those lush travel posters showing a love­ 
ly Hawaiian girl flirting with a water­ 
fall in an idyllic setting far from the 
stresses and strains of modern life. 
Bristling missiles do not fit into this 
picture. When the Army comes down 


to designating a site there will be a 
furious outcry, no matter where it is 
placed. 


Strong interracial peace groups, mincW 
ful that asians have thus far been the 
only victims of the atom bomb, are ac­ 
tive. They gave former President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson a bad time when he spoke 
at the east-west center on one of his 
Asian jaunts. But the peace advocates 
will be outnumbered by just pain citi­ 
zens when it comes to discovering the 
ABM is to be a next-door neighbor.

My place of birth was far enough 
south of the Mason Dixon Line to re­ 
quire that “ you all "be pronounced as one 
word.

Place of birth and my ancestry ac­ 
count for my interest in a UPI story 
by Thomas Corpora which traces the 
recent growth of soul food. 
Corpora’s 
research points up, to no 
great surprise to anyone, that soul food, 
like soul music, came out of Southern 
slave quarters and has gone every­ 
where the American Negro has gone. 
But soul food is different — if it’s 
Southern soul, that is. Most foods lean 
to the fried and boiled. Restaurants ca­ 
tering to the soul tastes of people in the 
North, South, East and West are now 
becoming common place. 
Corpora said that in his research he 
found truck drivers and longshoremen 
rubbing elbows with secretaries and the 
Jet Set over helpings of collard greens 
and hamhocks, 
black-eyed 
peas and 
hog jowls, barbecued ribs ami candied 
yams, fried okra, 
corn bread — and 


those crepe suzettes of soul gourmets, 
chitterlings. Sweet potato pie is a fav­ 
orite desert. 
The fact that the traditional Southern 
rib - sticking basics are now being serv­ 
ed at the more classy joints round about 
is interesting to one who has tried in 
vain to sell the North and West on the 
finer points of grits. 


Having gargled my first milk almost 
on the very day that Black Friday be­ 
came notorious, one can appreciate that 
grits and collards were the main offer­ 
ings on the daily menu for the first six 
or sever 
years of my life. The result 
was a lasting food attachment for the 
white stuff. 1 love it. The wife hates it. 
The boy won’t touch it and the dog turns 
up his nose at it. But don’t let that 
deter you. If you are setting a course 
— in search of soul, a course of grits 
prior to embarking is highly recommend­ 
ed. 
The recipes are as varied as the com­ 
binations on a pair of dice. Traditional­ 
ly, one just starts them in water and al­ 
lows them to boil until they reach a soft 
consistency. They are served with but­ 
ter, eggs ami bacon. A variation is to 
start them in water. Allow the water to 
boil down then add milk and butter. Con­ 
tinue to add milk and butter periodically. 
Ten minutes before removing the cov­ 
ered pot from the burner, add a small 
can of peeled, 
boiled shrimp, a dash 
of cheese and salt to taste. 
The soul food “ in” set today may be 
saying, “ Baby, pass the chitlins.” Me? 
I say, “ y’all, stir that pot of grits.”
